Tint whisky men are moderating their 
requesta from Congress. It has been de- 
cided not to aak Secretary Folger for in- 
dulgence in the payment of the tax upon 
goods coming out of bond while legisla- 
tion is pending, and not to urge an allow- 
ance for leakage. 

It transpires that the dishonest pen- 
sion agents are partially responsible for 
the enormous number of pension relief 
bills which are being introduced into 
Congress.

Tim Chicago Tribune says there are in 
the United States and Canada 415 street 
railways, upon which 100,000 horses and 
86,000 men find daily employment. For 
the horses 160,000 tons of hay and 111 - 
000,000 bushels of grain are needed each 
year. In New York the average life of 
the street car home is less than three 
years. 

The bill introduced in the U. S. Senate 
by Senator Beck, to divide Kentucky 
into two districts, thus creating two Fed- 
eral Courts, is meeting with a good deal 
of opposition all over the State.

Local News, and is an extract 
from a lecture delivered thereby Willis 
P, II u/.zaril, before the Microscopical So- 
ciety: ''Winston and Salem being in 
the centre of a tobacco-growing dit-trict. 
larire factories are erected, employing 
ninny hands in manufacturing it into 
various attractive market shapes. This 
gives work to many people and relieves 
the community of what would otherwise 
he sn idle nearo population. North 
Carolina raised, in 1880, 27,000,000 
p dim Is of lobaOOO, The tobacco is rait- 
ed by the farmers and when cured ready 
fur market and tied up in hands or bun- 
dles, is brought to their favorite ware 
house; each grade of tobacco aa sorted 
by the farmer is placed in a pile three to 
four feet in diameter, on a circular mat 
woven of straw, upon the floor. Upon 
each pile is stuck a card with the weight 
upon it as tested by the auctioneer. 
Promptly at the hour of sale he com- 
mences at one end of a row and pro- 
ceeds w ith great rapidity to sell each lot 
in it* turn ; his tongue, hung loosely in 
l he middle, is worked with such volubil- 
ity that a stranger cannot comprehend 
the fourth of what he says. No time is 
wasted on any lot, the bidding has to be

itive it. The color, the ai»>, the aroma, 
its tenacity, all of which are matters re- 
quiring great experience in curing, are 
whut regulate the price. Some lots will 
go for a BIw cents per pon nil, and from 
there at all prices up to $1.2.). This last 
price is seldom reached, but the (vov- 
crnor and myself stixsl chatting along- 
side of a pile that we were told wss 
something extra and would bring a great 
price; our curio-ity led ns to see it sold. 
Directly it was reachtsl. It was started 
at seventy-five cents snd speedily 
knocked down at $1 25 am id great enthu- 
siasm. The pile was about four feet in 
diameter and in conical shsfie about two 
feet high, and brought f'JSO, being 200 
pounds. This was part of the crop of a 
fanner, who three years before had ta- 
ken oil' the hands of a previous pur- 
chaser a farm of fifty-seven acres and 
paid for the lot $12. r >. He put part of it 
into tobacco and sold the first year$l,100 
worth ; the second year, $1,.'100, and this 
vear over 8,000 pounds of tobscco at an 
average of seventy-four cents per pound, 
realizing $2,300, anil had enough left to 
realize $3,000. This is only a specimen 
of what may he done by any of our nan 
farmers with enterprise sufficient to take 
a little money with them and go down to 
western North Carolina and settle. Qr«K 
attention is being given to the grasses, 
wheat and oats, tobacco and corn. There 
is a ready market for hII the hay that 
can he produced, at high prices, as the 
railroads that penetrate through there 
traverse every direction. Just to-day do 
I read of a new line from Chicago to 
Florida, to be made by building a con- 
necting link of twenty miles from Ashye- 
ville to Henderson. 

Immigrants will lie received with open 
arms and kindly assistance if they sre of 
a desirable kind ; especially Pennsyva- 
r.ians, with a little capital. Here they 
will soon feel at home, for they will find 
their own kind ull around them. We 
know of no more promising section than 
the western portion of North Carolina 
for the industrious poor man, but more 
certainly if he has some capital. The 
climate is delightful and healthful, the 
frosts moderate, and the seasons long, 
sheltered ns these lands are liy the lnt;li 
range of tnountsins which separate thia 
portion of the state from Tennessee. 

To resume about the tobacco. Within 
a few minutes after the sale of any man's 
lots the owner can step up to the office 
and he will find the accountof sales ready 
made out and the proper smount in a 
shack waiting for him. The thorough 
and prompt business wsy in which the 
whole transaction is conducted is worthy 
of all praise. The farmer can drive in 
with his load of tobacco, and in hour or 
two go home with a check for it at the 
highest open market price. 

As soon as the buyer is through with 
his purchase at one warehouse and an- 
other, or more, his team is driven to the 
warehouse ; a truck is run under the side 
of the mat holding his purchase ; it is 
deftly tilted on ; run to his wagon and 
lifted in, and may in a few minutes be in 
the process of manufacture. 

Dr. Hrown kindly showed us through 
his factory, where several hundred ne- 
griM's were employed in getting it ready 
or the consumer's market, snd the vari- 
ous processes were shown to us, from the 
moistening and stripping the leaf to its 
packed state. While every effort is 
made to have all Ihe processes cleanly, 
we can only sav that the greatest lovers 
of the weed would not use it with ss 
much relish after seeing the manipula- 
tions as before while the novice would 
find it the strongest argument (or quitting 
its use. Handled entirely by not cleanly 
negroes; soaked in licorice juice, sugar, 
c< t , it receives additions we prefer not 
to chew. Kach lot of work is let out to a 
boss darkey, who is responsible and em- 
ploys his own hands. When Ihe tobacco 
is made up ami | acked for the moulds, it 
is placed then inside of steel cylinders of 
great strength, snd hydraulic |>ower is 
applied with great force, so thai each 
comes out pressed into uniform size and 
thickness and into very compact shape, 
and is at once packed into strong square 
Itoxes, tubs or buckets, nailed up, and 
labeled aud stamped for shipping. The 
factories do not run in mid a inter.

POSTAL TILEGRAPHY. 

it Figures Doo't LI a the Schauta Might 
he Practicable. 
W»BlrtWOTfvi, Deo. 17.— Th* subject of 
postal telegrap* y has provoked consider- 
able private discussion among members of 
Congress during the past week. The moat 
popular bill yet Introduced looking to the 
establishment of a postal telegraph system 
appears to be that of Representative An- 
derson, of Kansas, referred to in these dot- 
patches previous to its introduction in the 
House. The act approved July 24, IM6, 
entitled "An act to aid in the con- 
struction of telegraph lines and to 
secure to the Government the use 
of the same for patrol, military and 
other purposes, " among other things, pro- 
Tides that all telegraphic communication* 
between the several departments of the 
Government of the United States aud.tln'ii 
officers and agents, shall in their transtnis 
sion over the lines of any said companion 
have priority oyer all other business, and 
shall ba sent at raUs to be annually fixed 
by the Postmaster General. "This clause," 
said Mr. Anderson, "is the only keynote to 
any bill. I think that the great dim. u \t) 
in obtaining legislation on this subject, 
heretofore, has been on acenrfnt of 
the large appropriation of money 
required to begin the work of construction. 
My bill obviate* any- necessity for the ap 
propriation of a single dollar, and provides 
that lib* lines shall bo built with money d*> 
rived from the sale of tn,0UO,<M0 of three 
per cent bonds. Kverv one who has eiatn 
ined this subject knows that within a period 
of twenty years the profits of a system of 
postal telegraphy will build lines, not dtotj 
to every city, but to avery place in the 
United States where there it a fourth ilfc* 
postofflce, and the bonds which it i« pro 

tile

years. This plan, in my judgment, 
will secure th* establishment tor 
the Government of a complete telegraph 
service; Without the expenditure of a dollar 
outside of the amount realized ufH>n tin 
sale of the 16,000,000 bonds." Mr. Andttr 
son's bill authorises the Postmaster General 
to make connection with the lines belong 
ing to any " railroad or telegraph ooni 
pany " which has received a grant of public 
lands, bonds or credit from the Unit',! 
States, and demand that all "ixwtal tele 
graph message* " shall be transmitted q««j 
the wires of these oonnecting lines at Go 
eminent rates and in the maimer preset il>< 
by the law of ltNto for the transmission ol 
Government business.
